It is no 
longer a myttery that he is going to take the command of 
the combined fleet, which, according to advices from Ca- 
diz, put to fea ov the gth inftant, and which had been join- 
ed the 4th, by the fhips from Toulon, 

It feems the rendezvous of the fhips that have not yet 
joined, will be at Corunna, where M. d’Eflaing is to take 
the command of the fleet. 

There are great movements ainong the troops. Upwards 
of 40,000 men are already on the coals of Britanny, and 
feveral other regiments are filing of on that fide.

An affair happened lately at Couttantinople, which me- 
rits attention, though we have not feen any account of it in 
the Englith papers. In the month of May lit, the French 
Ambaffador prefented a memorial to the Porte, that fome 
Englith privateers had blocked up la Mignone frigate, com- 
manded by the Chevalier d’Entrecafleaux, and 24 fail of 
merchantmen under his convoy, in tlie port of Milo. On 
receipt.of this memorial, the Reis Effendi, (Secretary of 
State) defired the Eoglifh Ambaffador to fend.orders to tlie 
Englith fhips, to pay that refpett to the Tarkifh forts and 
ports agreed to by the Convention between the Ottoman 
Court, and the minifters of the belligerent powers, and to 
commit holtilities aaly in the open fea. The Englith Am- 
baffador immediately complied, but the French Ambaffador 
fent his Conful to the Dardanelles, to requelt the Captain 
Pacha, (the Turkifh Admiral) would prevent the Freach 
fhips from receiving any hurt: 

Matters ftood thus for a few days, when an exprefs arri- 
ved from the Captain of the Mignone, and brought word,’ 
that when the convoy had put into Milo, he had placed his 
frigate at the eutranceof the port, to keép out the Eng- 
lifh, who had attempted to take one of the thips. Some 
privateers came and attacked him’ in that fituation, but he 
repelled them with fuch force that they were much damaged, 
and retired to Paros to refit. He took that opportunity to 
Jeave Milo, and got with his convoy fufe to Candy, where 
he waited for a reinforcement. > 

This was tlie French account, which is flrongly contra- 
dicted by that of the two Englith privateers. ‘They went 
to Naxia, and made aideclaration to the Muffelim of that 
ifland, thet fo far from’attacking the French, they had en- 
deavoured to get her into Milo, as a neutral port, to get 
freth water; but that they had been oppofed, and fired up- 
on by the guns of a battery which the French officer had 
raifed at the mouth of the port, and by the guns which re- 
mained on board the frigate, which killed the captain of 
one of the privateers, and fixteen of their men; aad they 
were forced to quit their defign and retreat. The Maffelim 
of Naxia hath given them a certificate of their declaration, 
and both the French and Englith Ambaffidors have addref- 
fed their complaints to the Porte.) The. French complain, 
that the Englith attacked them in a free port; and the 
Englith declare, that the French drove them from a port, 
wherein, by the law of nations, they had an equal right to 
enters.
